The Katanga government issued 
a communique insisting that Lu­ 
mumba escaped Thursday night 
with two aides, Maurice Mpolo, 
minister of youth rn the deposed 
Lumumba government, and Jo­ 
seph Okito. vice president of the 
Senate. 
The communique came after a 
growing list of nations began de­ 
manding an investigation of the 
escape report and after the Soviet 
Union told Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold it was “very much 
alarmed’’ by murder reports.

Bureau in Harrisburg has « • 
dared that there is no immediate 
danger of a flood on the Delaware 
River. 
The center reported that this 
year's excessive snow has created 
a potential for floods later in the 
season, but one is not imminent. 
The 
snows, 
however, 
have 
caused the Army Engineering Dis­ 
trict to advance Its snow sampling 
surveys in an effort to determ ine 
how great the flood danger might 
be on the Delaware. 
Snow Cover 
The Army reports that the snow 
cover above Port Jervis is from 
19 to 42 inches with a w ater con­ 
tent equivalent to 4 to 6 Hi inches. 
From Easton to Port Jervis the 
snow ranges from 14 to 31 inches 
and the w ater equivalent three to 
six inches, and below Easton the 
15 to 23 inches of snow equals 
three to five inches of w ater. 
Some of the tributaries of the 
D elaware arc clogged with 12 to 
24 inches of ice and the river it­ 
self has IO to 20 inches above 
Trenton. 
Nevertheless, a spokesmen for 
the engineering corps said yester­ 
day it is not planning to dynam ite 
the river to release the jam . The 
Army can intervene only when 
local forces are unable to act. 
the spokesman said, and does not 
favor the use of dynam ite.
